Ail Quiet at the Navy Department. 
•WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The utmost 


quiet prevaded the navy department 
yesterday afternoon. No orders to ves 
sels were made public, hut Assistant 
Secretary Soley and Com. Eamsay ad- 
mitted that. Admiral Gherardi had gone 
to sea from Port an Prince with the 
United States ships Philadelphia and 
Concord. They stated, however, that 
Admiral Gherardi's squadron had not 
sailed, which was technically correct, 
as the Kearsape Is still at Port au 
Prince. She is expected to follow in a 
few days.

statements even to saying that the 
Philadelphia and Concord are not at 
Port au Prince, anil they then add that 
they do not know where they are. As 
to the order to Admiral Gherardi to 
take command of the fleet, it is said it 
is contingent upon hostilities actually 
breaking out; that he is to take com- 
mantl only in case of war.

Private Prayers for the Dead in Albert

The Last Sad Scenei. 


LOJTDON, Jan. SI.—When Canon J. 


Neale Dalton cast earth on the coffin, 
the princesses sobbed bitterly. They 
also were unable to restrain their ex- 
pressions of grief during the Lord's 
prayer, which concluded the services. 
The Prince of Wales knelt at the head 
of the coffin while the prayer was be- 
ing said. His face was buried in his 
hands, 
and his heaving

press the agony of sorrow.

prayer was finished the prince arose, 
looking comparatively calm, and placed 
on the coffin a small white wreath 
which, up to that time, he had held in 
his hand.

mutineois iefusing to surrender, ywe- 
paiations wore made, yesterday fore- 
noon, to carry the forts by stoun. The 
gunboats began a heavy bombardment 
of Fort Luge, and boon rendered tho 
place untenable. 
Tlio mutineers, in 


ihat fortress, seeing no escape and 
being unable to stand the storm of 
shells- from the gunboats, threw down 
their arms. 
Fort Pico was carried by storm, but 


when the troops reached the walls of 
tho fortress they met with but slight 
resistance, the mutineers being- panic 
itricken. When the troops entered the 
tort they found the leader of the mu- 
tiny lying dead, lie had taken hisown 
life, because he feared the vengeance 
of the authorities.

suitable lor a site ot the proposed building 
population of city In 1881 and In 1891; your opin- 
ion as to the prospectiue commercial growth of 
the city In the next ten years aad reasons foi 
conclusions.
